PRESSED TRIGGER WITH TOE 


RIFLE BULLET PENETRATED HIS HEART 


CADSIHG DEATH 


ODly Cause Assigned Is Despondency 
-The Widow and Little Child Aged 


Three Tears Monday, Survive. 


Captain Carlos 'B. Allen, aged 30 


years, formerly inspector of rifle prac- 
tice of the Fourth Regiment, O. N. G., 
shot himself through «the body Sunday 
afternoon, about 2 o'clock, death being 
almost instantaneous. 


The tragedy occurred at his home, 


68 West Locust street, in the presence 
of Mrs. Allen and their three years old 
child. 


Mr. Allen had accepted a position 


with the American Hide and Leather 
Company of Cincinnati, 
as 
traveling 


purchasing agent, and expected to as- 
sume his duties this "week. For many 
years he was connected -with the firm 
of C. M. Root & Co., and had a wide 
acquaintance -who were shocked be- 
yond measure when the news of the 
young man's tragic death 
became 


known. 


The only cause assigned for the sui- 


cide if such it was, is despondency and 
ill health, tie had been heard on sev- 
eral occasions to threaten to take his 
life, but Ms friends did not take the 
matter seriously, and his family now 
believe that the shot that ended his 
career was fired accidentally, 


At any rate, •Captain Allen went in- 


to an upstairs -bed .room, where his 
wife and child -were iying asleep on a 
T)ed. He removed dne shoe,;taking an 
array musket of 44 calibre, sat on the 
edge of the bed and pulled the trigger 
with his toe. 


The bullet entered near the heart 


and came out near the left shoulder, 
imbedding itself in the ceiling. 


The body -was removed to Bower & 


Criss Bros.' undertaking rooms where 
it was prepared for burial. 


He leaves a wife and one child, 


three years old today. 


Captain Allen has for many years 


been connected with the Ohio Nation- 
al Guard, and was First Lieutenant in 
Company G, during the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war, later being appointed Insepc- 
tor of Rifle Practice with the rank of 
Captain. 


Near the close of his service in the 


Spanish war, Captain Allen contracted 
typhoid fever, and for several weeks 
lay at the point of death, since which 
time bis health had been greatly im- 
paired, and he was a constant sufferer 
from asthma, the result of that illness. 


There were many wild rumors cur- 


rent on the streets Sunday afternoon 
and evening regarding the shooting. 
Mrs. Allen is convinced that her ius- 
ban.d's death was caused accidentally. 
He was a military man, having served 
in four organizations. He had a pas- 
sion for firearms and in familiarity 
with them may have become careless. 
He would frequently handle rifles and 
in a playful manner remark that he 
would shoot himself. 


Captain Allen was also in the habit 


of removing his left shoe on account of 
a sore foot so that this fact is merely 
incidental to his death.

The domestic relations of the de-j 


ceased were most felicitous. His wife j 
was Miss Virginia Dickinson, daughter ] 
of the late C. B. Dickinson, and not a j 
shadow crossed their home life. 
j 


Coroner C- F. Legge will hold an in- i 


quest and will probably render a ver- 
dict of accidental death.

Captain Allen carried an accident in-: 


snrance for $1000. and his friends are 
loath to believe that he deliberately 
took his own life. 


Dr. Clark B. Hatch was at his home 


on NoHh Fifth street, just around the 
corner from the Allen residence, when 
thfe shooting occurred. He heard the 
report of the rifle and heard Sirs. Al- 
len scream. Dr. Halcfc was in the Al- 
len home a moment later, arriving just 
as Mr. Allen breathed his last.

G~^ham took his arrest cool- 
y and declined to make a statement. 
Mrs. Ingerick was formerly employed

CHARGES FILED 


AGAINST LEACH 


CUSTOMS OFFICER AT CLEVE- 


LAND SEVERELY ARRAIGNED 


BY CAPT. BENHAM. 


Pernicious Political Activity, Neglect 


and Mistreatment of Employes 


Alleged by Benham. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 9. — Written 


charges against Charles P. Leach, col- 
lector of customs, were filed with the 
secretary of the treasury at Washing- 
fen by Captain C. B. Benham, a former 
deputy collector of customs under 
Leach, -whom Leach discharged 18 
months ago. The charges are brought 
at this time because of the recent dis- 
charge of Captain George A. McKay, 
an employe in the collector's office 
and a friend of Captain Benham. 


Among the charges made by Captain 


Benham are the following: Pernicious 
political activity in using government 
offices for the transaction of political 
instead of government business; neg- 
lecting to attend to calls of business 
men because of being engaged with 
political workers; «sii)3 his position 
to assist himself to become a political 
leader; forcing the removal or resig- 
nation of several competent employes, 
and similar minor specifications. 


Among the other charges against 


Leach are that he used his influence 
to reduce the pay of the marine clerk, 
George McKay, from $1,500 to $1,200 
per annum, "McKay being one of the 
best informed and most competent 
men on the force; conduct unbecoming 
a government official; shameful treat- 
ment of several government officers; 
insisting upon and cleaiing fish tugs 
for foreign ports, knowing that they 
were not going to foreign ports for 
which they cleared; accepting import 
manifest with masters oath, said im- 
port manifest showing that the fish 
entered were imported from the port 
;o which said fish tug cleared, when 
n fact said fish tug had not been to a 
foreign port and in many cases not 
out of the district, in each case the 
master being required to commit per- 
ury; selling blanks not authorized; 
•eceiving for blanks more than the 
collector is authorized to collect for 
report and clearance blanks." 


In a letter accompanying the charges 


Captain Benham srya that he was 
urged by many of the best citizens of 
Cleveland time and again to file 
charges against Leach.

Murder at Hastings

THREE SHOT, TWO WILL DIE 


CHILDREN FOUGHT OVER THE DEAD 


BODY OF THEIR MOTHER 


Family latching Undertaker Prepare 


Corpse for Burial Vbeo SOD 


Forced His Way Into Room. 


Hastings, Neb., Oct. 9. — Over the 


dead body of his mother John Budenek 
shot his sister, his brother and his 
brother-in-law. Miss Frances Budenek 
was shot in the right hand; Jacob Bu- 
denek, 52, shot above the right eye; 
Peter Smeall shot through the left leg, 
through the abdomen, in the left thigh 
and through the left shoulder. The lat- 
ter two are in a dying condition. The 
shooting occurred in a death chamber 
at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Peter 
Smeall, where Mrs. M. Budenek died, 
and was, the culmination of a family 
quarrel that existed for years. 


Because of the family trouble John 


was not permitted to see his mother 
during her illness. When he heard of 
her death he determined to view the 
remains at any cost. He secured en- 
trance into the Smeall home through, 
the kitchen 
Making his way to the 


death, chamber he entered and found 
the entire family surrounding the 
corpse, watching the undertaker pre- 
pare the remains. 


Advancing to the corpse John placed 


his hands on the lifeless body and 
said, "This is my mother." His sister 
Frances said something to Mm in 
Polish, whereupon he struck her. Then 
he drew a revolver and shot at his 
sister over the dead body of his moth- 
er. Before he could be prevented he 
shot his sister, his brother and his 
brother-in-law. He was finally over- 
powered and taken to jail. 


NECESSITY 


For Maintaining a Franco-Russian Af-<

MANY CASUALTIES 


,MoscowJ Oct. 9.—The military and 


police today occupy the streets fol- 
lowing bloodshed and rioting of the 
last two days.

as a result of the strikes. In addition 
to the police two regiments of grena- 
diers, a squadron of dragons and eight 
sontias of Cossacks are patrolling.

It is impossible to give 
an accurate estimate of the casualties. 


RESTORE WAGES. 


To the Figure Before the* Strike, Say 


Textile Workers. 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 9.—At a 


meeting of the Fall River Textile coun- 
cil it was -voted to ask of the manufac- 
turers, beginning Oct. 23, a restoration 
of the wages that existed prior to July 
25, 1903, when a cut of 12% per cent 
-went-into effect. 
• - 


The textile council voted not to pre- 


sent a demand for an advance to M. D. 
C. Borden of New York, owner of the 
Fall River Iron Works company, which 
operates six large cotton mills not rep- 
resented in the Manufacturers' asso- 
ciation. Borden reduced wage's to con- 
form to the lower scale paid in the 
other mills last -winter, just as the 
;eneral strike which began in July, 
1904, was drawing to a close. 


The condition of the cloth market is 


said to be better than it has been for 
years. The mills have orders to keep 
them busy well into the new year. 


After the meeting Secretary Taylo>- 


said the sentiment expressed by the 
council was that the operatives, of 
whom there are nearly 30,000 in the 
cotton mills of Fall River, shared the 
adversity experienced by the manu- 
facturers, and that as the cotton cloth 
trade has reached a stage of prosper- 
ty the employes should receive some 
benefit.

In 
this -way an entire jaw is moved back- 
ward or forward or its shape -widened 
or narrpived, as may be necessary to 
make the teeth come into serviceable 
relations with each other. 


Expensive as are these operations to 


the patient with a full 
pocketbook. 


;hey are sometimes performed free of 
charge. In Boston, for example, the 
Harvard Dental school has had for 
some twelve years or more a free clinic 
where hundreds of cases of malforma- 
tion have been treated by dental stu- 
dents under the immediate and con- 
stant supervision , of instructors who 
nre themselves specialists in orthodou- 
tia. The patients coine not only from 
Boston, but from practically all the 
eastern part of Massachusetts, and are 
not "charity patients"' in the ordinary 
sense of the word, but are gathered 
from the wage earning and student 
classes who are self supporting, but to 
whom the expense of such an opera- 
tion in a private office would make it 
out of the question.

day Regarding Mayor's Fees. 


The following communication from 


Mayor Crilly is printed in today's 
American-Tribune: 


Although of opposite political faith, 


I do not believe that it is your inten- 
tion to wantpnly misrepresent me or 
do me injustice. I therefore ask space 
in the American Tribune tc correct an 
error committed by some member of 
your staff in Saturday's issue of the 
paper. 


Last July, being somewhat in doubt, 


as to the moneys allowed 
me in 


fees, I went to Columbus and consult- 
ed Chief Tracey of the Bureau of In- 
vestigation and Supervision of state, 
county and municipal offices. Mr. Tra- 
cey instructed me to go back through- 
out by term and to pay into the city 
treasury all moneys collected in fees 
in cases prosecuted under the 
city 


ordinances up to Jan. 1, which fees, 
insofar as they have been figured up, 
amounted to $75,10 for the mayor and 
$32.40 for the chief of police, a total 
of ?107.50. This amount was 
p^aid 


back into tlie treasury by me at the 
first October meeting of the council. 
In addition to this $87.50 was collected 
in licenses and I paid into the county 
treasury, $40, fines collected in state 
cases, making a total of $235. There 
are some other cases in which I find 
the fees are legally claimed by the 
city and they will toe turned back as 
soon as,they can be looked up and 
computed. 


Your statement of Saturday leaves 


the impression that the $235 referred 
to abnve was retained by me, whereas 
it was turned back to the city and 
county, in accordance with the ruling 
made at my request by Chief Tracey 
of the bureau. 


As this is a plain'statement and cap 


be veiified by the records at the city 
hall, I trust you will be fair enough 
to give it space.

A Novel and Prt-Uy Silk Pafvbirork 


Unlit That lit .Self Uued. 


Although many people 1" this day of 


made articles no limber make 


patchnork quilts, tliere are still plenty 
of \vuim-n, especially iu tlie "-uuntry 
and smaller towns, to whom time is 
not money unit \vho c-liug to die old 
way of uxiug their "pieces"' iusteud of 
selling them to the ragman, as the city 
woman usually does. 
The first silk 


dress, bits of ribbon' from n particular- 
ly fett-hiiiK bonnet, a piece of tlie.vved- 
iliug gown uud dress relies of- numer- 
ous other bygone events are nil em- 
bodied in the silk pieces which form 
tbe quilt. Each piece as it is pointed 
out brings to miucl some interesting 
story, ami tbe owner is generally de- 
lighted to find a listener. 


A simple but beautiful quilt is made 


by using pieces of silk about three aud 
a half to four inches square, which are 
basted on squares of old and rather 
tinn cotton c-lotu. Old sheets are tbe 
be.st to use. 


The blocks of silk and cotton, after 


being basted together, are first trim- 
med to make both edges true and then 
turned over a very narrow seam and 
basted neatly, as iu the illustration. 
The next step folds tbe block diag- 
onally and merhauds it together, mak- 
ing a triangle of tbe block, uhidi is 
finished and ready to have the basting 
threads removed. 


All kinds and styles of silk may be 


used—flowered, striped, plain or plaid 
—aud tliere should-be a good variety 
of blocks, both light and, dark, before 
beginning to put together. The blocks 
are overbauded together, a light and 
dark alternately, iu a long strip, which 
may bo either tbe length or the width 
of the quilt, as desired. Another strip 
is then made and joined to tbe tirst 
one on the bias (or long) sides of the 
blocks, keeping always a light oppo- 
site a dark block. 


When four or six strips, the required 


length, are set together, begin the 
featherstitching, which is done over 
all tbe seams and on both sides of the 
quilt, and may be executed with red, 
green or auy preferred febade of knit- 
ting silk. The feaiherstitching should 
be done rather closely, and will com- 
pletely cover all sewing, which need 
not be perfectly done for that reason. 


It is easier to featherstitch tbese 


strips in sections than to work on the 
finished quilt, which will be heavy.

PORTE PERSISTENT. 


Is Not Willing to Give Up Financial 


Control of Macedonia. 


Constantinople, Oct. 9. — Collective 


reports of the six embassies regarding 
the financial control of Macedonia 
were handed to the porte. The finan- 
cial delegates of the powers are pro- 
ceeding to Uskub. 
A dispatch from 


Constantinople said the port persisted 
in its unyielding attitude in regard to 
the financial control of Macedonia. Re- 
plying to the collective note of Sept. 
26 from the six powers, declaring that 
their decision to assume international 
control of the finances of Macedonia 
was unalterable, the porte reiterated 
what it regarded as insuperable objec- 
tions to the scheme. The dispatch 
said the delegates of the powers who 
were to act as financial controllers of 
Macedonia must remain idle until 
pressure compelled the porte to issue 
the orders necessary to enable them 
to enter on their functions.

Economical Value of Concrete na 


Shown In Liverpool, England. 


So mtiuy uses are found for concrete 


in building operations that new appli- 
cations of this material in order to se- 
cure permanence and economy of con- 
struction are being constantly record- 
ed. One of the latest is from Liver- 
pool, where dwellings made of con- 
crete are being erected by the corpora- 
tion for the artisan classes, the idea 
being that the cost of erection can be 
reduced to a point that w-ill enable 
rooms to be rented for a shilling a 
week, says Harper's Weekly. The ma- 
terial used consists of concrete blocks 
formed from waste crushed clinker ob- 
tained from the city refuse Uestructor 
plant, which ordinarily is employed in 
making concrete slabs for crosswalk: 
and in pavement foundations. 
Tht 


structure of these slab, or concrete 
dwellings is re-enforced by steel fram- 
ing, and they appear eminently strong 
and durable. 


The cost of brick dwellings recently 


erected in Liverpool was in one cast 
about $17,000 and in another about 
Sll.OOO for a block, while the estimated 
cost of a concrete block, was but ?0, 
000. In the actual erection, however 
there was required a new and neces- 
sary plant which brought the cost to 
over §20,000, but the actual amount in 
rolved in the building was but 815.000 
The engineer in charge is confiden 
that with further experience the new 
method will be found most ecouonaica 
and desires to erect five additioua 
blocks. 
If dwellings for the masses 


can be provided at a substantial re 
dnction on present costs the use o: 
concrete is bound to have an impor 
tant influence on sociological condi 
tious.

Miss E. L. Bakftr, First Woman 


to Climb Mount Breithorn. 


THE ASCENT MADE BY MOONLIGHT 


She Scaled 13,777 Foot I'cnk In Alp. 


and Accaiiipllnhcil Hound Trip li. 
Twenty-four Hoar* — Strange Delo- 
•lon* and Yearn In K rdr Cracker* 
•nd Milk Aiaa.led VOIIIK Woman 
on Her Journey Into the Cloud*. 


Over dizzy crevasses -where woman 


never climbed before, up slippery In- 
cliiies where a siugk- misstep meant 
death, dangled by a rope from precipi- 
tous heights and hauled back almost 
starved and beset by strange delusions, 
these are a few of the perils passed 
through by Miss Edith Lee Baker of 
Chicago, who has conquered the Breit- 
horn, a 13,777 foot peak iu the Alps, 
says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 


Miss Baker, who' is the daughter of 


Mr. and Mrs. Edward F. Baker, has 
accomplished what many women have 
attempted to do and failed. She as- 
cended tbe Breithorn, a snow covered 
mountain fifteen feet higher than the 
world famed Jungfrau, aud made the 
return, all in twenty-four hours of 
heart breaking toll, fatigifte aud priva- 
tion. 


Many women have tried the ascent 


before, but no -woman, with the single 
exception of Miss Baker, can boast 
that she ended the adventure by a tri- 
umphant return inside of twenty-four 
hours. In a letter to friends In Chicago 
Miss Baker has described her feat. 


Miss Baker is just five feet tall. Her 


father is a retired real estate man and 
former president of the Chicago Cold 
Storage company. He aud his wife 
gave up their home m Chicago to ac- 
eoinpaiiy their daughter to Europe. 


Miss Baker spends her vacation pe- 


riod in mountain climbing. Tbe Bakers 
make their home In Xeulliy, a suburb 
of Paris. Leaving Zfrraatt, where she 
was stopping with her father and 
mother, cto tlia morning of Sept. 10, 
Miss Bafeer reached the Theodule Ca- 
bane in the afternoon of the same day, 
a tremendous climb for a woman. 
With only a short rest she started at 9 
p. m. of the same day to climb to the 
summit by moonfight. She reached the 
top at 11:30 and then ended the journey 
by making tbe descent to Cabane. 
Miss Baker expects to climb the Mat- 
,terhorn, 14,705 feet another season. 
Einil Perren was her guide on the 
Breithorn climb. 


"It was the prettiest little ascent im- 


aginable," said Miss Baker in a letter. 
'•You should see me hold on to a rock 
with my teeth. There was one place, 
though, where, I regret to say, I dan- 
gled. It was an _absolutely smooth, 
slippery slab of rock with a tiny foot- 
hold, U crack, just four inches beyond 
the very farthest stretch of my toe, 
and a hand hold one'foot too high, so I 
swung in space—it seemed an age to 
me—until the guide hauled me up. 


"The Breithorn is fifteen feet—think 


of it—higher than the Jungfrau, which 
I climbed last summer, but I am sorry 
to say it is less difficult, although with 
lots of ice and snow, a test of endur- 
ance to mountain climbing. 
At the 


Cabane I bad bouillon and a dab 
of omelet in a sea of grease. After this 
magnificent meal I went into the kitch- 
en to warm by the stove, tho only fire 
in that frozen place. Heaven deliver 
me from the remembrance of that 
kitchen! 


"This cabane is a sort of an awful 


inn—five rooms, 20 francs each, and 
nothing to eat. 


"I felt the altitude and suffered by 


it. but was determined to accomplish 
the full ascent. When well tip, so far 
up in tbe world of Ice it seemed re- 
turn might be impossible, I began to 
crave warm milk. Of course it was 
impossible to get it there, but the 
thought—the torturing thought—kept 
with me that I must have warm milk. 
Not having this, I remembered a roll 
left over from my luncheon. 
That 


roll—the best I ever tasted—with a 
little cold tea. had to last me from ]ft 
o'clock until 3. I never_had starved 
before, and I never want to again. 


"You get strange delusions when at 


these high altitudes and without the 
food you really need. Every mountain 
and every inclosed valley I saw on 
the Ions descent b<>came to me huge 
bowls of cracker* in which hot milk 
bubbled, and yet I could not dip into; 
them and have my fill. When I reach-; 
ed Zerraatt at la*t my first words to 
papa were a cry for crackers and hot | 
ini.k. and he said afterward there were • 
real tears in my A "ice. I drank gal-i 
Ions of water •wu«»n 1 oonld pet it. They 
wouldn't let ZDP 1"ii'1i the snow. 
But 


tbe water actually didn't ta«te wet, j 
really and truly. That hot milk vra« j 
wet, tasted so gooL and made me feel 
Jess hungry. Th'-n I went to bed.

EMBEZZLEMENT, FOLK SAYS 


Mlsnonrl Governor Talks of Timnr- 


ance Aid to Campaign Fnndfl. 


Governor Joseph W. Folk of Mis- 


souri in a recent speech at Warrens- 
burg, Mo., announced his views on life 
insurance "graft'' In this language, 
says a Warreusburg, Mo., dispatch: 


"When directors of the great insur- 


ance companies use money for their 
own profit, that is 'graft;' when the 
president of a great insurance com- 
pany takes funds beld in trust for the 
beneficiaries of insurance policies and 
without their knowledge and consent 
converts a part of a trust fund into a 
political campaign fund, that is em- 
bezzlement, just the same as if a pub- 
lic official in charge of public funds 
were to put his hands into the public 
treasury and take therefrom money 
which he turns over to some one else 
for political or private purposes. 


"If insurance companies cannot ex- 


ist without resorting to bribery and 
surreptitious violations of the law. it 
would be better for tbe people that 
they be wiped out of existence. The 
time may come when the state will in- 
sure her own citizens at a far less cost 
and with far more safety to those who 
need that protection.

Japan's War Sacrifice. 


Tokyo, Oct 9 —It is said Russia will 


station 300,000 troops on the Chinese 
frontier after peace has been declared, 
partly because she is apprehensive of 
the soldiers joining the malcontents 
and partly for intimidation of the Chi- 
nese.
